Mrs. Nixon was to attend a reception 
for distinguished women and return to 
New York tonight. The youngsters were 
to stay overnight in Washington, attend­ 
ing a Young American’s inaugural salute 
during the afternoon and the Inaugural 
Gala tonight. 


Nixon planned to remain in New York 
until 
midafternoon Sunday, flying to 
Washington in time for the Inaugural Con­ 
cert that evening. 
He returned here Friday night from 
a four-day working vacation in the se­ 
clusion of his bayside hideaway at Key 


Biscayne, Fla., just south of Miami 
Beach. 
Working alone and in the sunshine, he 
completed his inaugural address and re­ 
laxed with his neighbor and long-time 
friend, C. G. (Bebe) Rebozzo.

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Campus violence builds 
as two killed at UCLA

Two Black Panther members were 
shot to death on the University of Cali­ 
fornia at Los Angeles campus as a week 
of student demonstrations built to vio­ 
lence proportions at three California 
schools Friday. 
Coincidentally, 
the Justice Depart­ 
ment Friday announced it was turning 
its attention to college campuses, spe­ 
cifically to San Francisco State where 
the latest round of student revolt began, 
in order to learn the cause of violence. 
In the East, a rally was scheduled 
for today at Waltham, Mass., to gather 
support for 60 Negro students who have 
been barricaded in a Brandeis Univer­ 
sity building without incident for nearly 
two weeks. A meeting was scheduled 
today between students and administra­ 
tion at predominantly Negro Wilberforce 
University in Ohio where the issues 
were not racial, but procedure and serv­ 
ices. 
While detectives investigated a possi­ 
ble link between the UCLA shootings 
and a black activist leadership struggle 
on the campus, police raided the home 
of one of the victims and arrested 17 
Black Panthers, many of them heavily 
armed. 
The shooting took place in a class­ 
room building on the campus within hours 
of violent outbreaks at San Jose State 
College and University of California at 
Berkeley. 
Heavy damage was done at San Jose 
State during a melee Friday and a police 
officer narrowly missed being hit by a 
bullet. At Berkeley, the governor’s car 
was pelted with eggs as he left a meeting 
of regents. 
The UCLA victims, John Jerome Hug­ 
gins, 23, and Aiprentice Carter, 26, had 
been accepted for UCLA’s “ high poten­ 
tial” program for minority students who 
do not otherwise qualify academically 
for admission. 
Police said the two, one a Black Pan­ 
ther “ minister,” were shot while leav­ 
ing a meeting called to discuss a “black 
studies” program school officials plan­ 
ned to propose Tuesday. It was the first 
incidence of student trouble on the cam­ 
pus of the 29,000-student school 
this 
school year. 
At San Jose, where 30 union teachers 
have been on strike and have been threat­ 
ened with dismissal, about 50 students 
broke from a march in sympathy with 
San Francisco State strikers. They in­ 
vaded three buildings where they broke 
several windows, smashed a trophy case, 
splashed paint on the walls, turned on 
fire sprinklers and injured a crimino­ 
logy student photographer. 
City patrolmen James McElgunn said 
he was sitting in his patrol car next to 
the campus when a bullet shattered the 
windshield and whizzed by his head. 
About 300 demonstrators gathered at 
Berkeley, also in sympathy with the 
San Francisco State teachers, and pa­ 
raded outside a locked building in which 
Gov. Ronald Reagan and State Regents 
were meeting. 
The students pounded on the locked 
doors and broke a glass pane and a win­ 
dow. A 13-year-old boy was arrested for 
making obscene gestures. When Reagan 
left the meeting, he was jeered and two 
tossed eggs struck his limousine. 
Scattered pickets marched peacefully 
at San Francisco State Friday while 
meetings were held to discuss that 
school’s continuing student • teacher - 
administration standoff. 
U. S. Atty. Gen. Ramsey Clark Fri­ 
day said a team of government scientists 
will look into the recent disturbances at 
San Francisco State as the start of a long- 
range program of research on violence. 
It will be conducted over a period of 
several years, Clark said.

in Johnson budget 


Vandenberg Air Force Base and the 
Western Test Range with headquarters 
here figured prominently in the Depart­ 
ment of Defense’s construction fund re­ 
quest which went to Congress yesterday. 
Total request was for $2,474,014,000 
for construction work at 288 U.S. mili- 
tary installations during the fiscal year 
which begins July 1. Of this amount, the 
DOD requested $394,000 for Vandenberg 
and $6,105,000 for the range. 
Officials are not clear at this time 
on just which projects would be covered 
by the funding requests. 
In a related action, it was announced 
yesterday that bids will be opened Feb. 
13 for the construction of four buildings 
on South Vandenberg to be used in the 
Manned 
Orbiting 
Lab program. The 
project Includes four metal buildings 
and a guard house and some site work. 
Estimated cost is from $l-$500,000, of­ 
ficials said. 


Negotiators sit down to work 
out plans for peace sessions 


PARIS (UPI) — Communist and allied 
negotiators sat down together today inan 
effort to work out plans for a full-scale 
peace conference on Vietnam. The North 
Vietnamese suggested the conference 
open next week, Communist sources 
said. 
Today’s opening meeting of repre­ 
sentatives from the United States, South 
Vietnam, the Viet Cong and North Viet­ 
nam, 
was to discuss such procedur­ 
al matters as order of speakers, fre­ 
quency and date of future meetings, and 
the agenda itself. 
But, 
according to the Communist 
sources, the spokesman for the Hanoi 
delegation, Col. Ha Van Lau, suggested 
they use the same procedures as for to­ 
day’s meeting and begin discussions on 
how to find peace in Vietnam next week. 
The sources said he presented a memo 
including four suggestions. They were: 
—Each delegation should not contain 
more than 15 persons. 
-Journalists should be admitted to the 
meeting room for 15 minutes before each 
conference, but would not be allowed to 
stay when the conference began. 
—The first plenary session would take 
place at the beginning of next week at 
the Hotel Majestic. 
—The plenary session should take 
place in the Grand Salon of the hotel. 
U.S. Deputy delegation chief Cyrus R. 
Vance headed the four-man American 
team. The other three delegations — 
South Vietnam, North Vietnam and the 
National Liberation Front (NLF), the 
political arm of the Viet Cong, also were 
headed by their No. 2 men. 
The 16 negotiators, accompanied by 
various secretaries and translators, 
went into the building and sat down 
around 
a large round table to open dis­ 
cussions. It took 77 days of sometimes 
heated arguments to pound out an agree­ 
ment on the shape of the table so the 
expanded talks could begin. 
But 12,000 miles away, troops still 
fought in South Vietnam’s cities, jun­ 
gles and fields. 
But hopes were high the procedural 
problems could be quickly solved and ac­ 
tual discussions on how to find peace in 
Vietnam could get underway. Vance said 
at a reception Friday night he hoped pro­ 
cedural questions could be answered in 
two or three meetings — and indicated he 
would ask for “ several” meetings each 
week. 
At the original Vietnam talks, which 
lasted 
between 
the 
United States 
and North Vietnam from May 10 until 
Oct. 31, it settled into a routine of one 
session a week. 
The chief U.S. negotiator, W. Averell 
Harriman, said at the reception given in 
his honor at the American embassy the 
United States would ask the expanded con­ 
ference to immediately take up military 
deescalation, withdrawal of both North 
Vietnamese and American troops from 
South Vietnam and political questions 


regarding South Vietnam’s future. 
The Communist delegations were ex­ 
pected to demand a U.S. troop withdraw­ 
al from South Vietnam as the first item 
of business. The allies were expected 
to counter with a demand for a North 
Vietnamese military pullout. 
The Communists are expected to in­ 


sist the talks officially be called the 
Paris Conference on Vietnam,” ex­ 
cluding any reference to peace. 


Vance said Friday night he hoped it 
would take only two to three meetings 
to work out the rules and get the talks 
started in ernest. 


Last of cosmonauts returns 
to end Soviet spectacular 


MOSCOW (UPI) — Lt. Col. Boris Voly- 
nov rode his Soyuz 5 spaceship to earth 
today in a successful conclusion to a 
precedent - setting four-man Soviet space 
spectacular. 
Volynov’s space capsule landed 120 
miles from the town of Kustanai, in the 
Soviet central Asian republic of Kazak­ 
hstan, Tass said. 
“ The program of scientific research 
of both spaceships Soyuz 4 and Soyuz 5 
has been completed,” Tass said. 
Volynov landed 
following his 50th 
orbit of the earth and 24 hours after the 
twin spacecraft Soyuz 4 landed with its 
pilot and the two spacewalkers who 
Thursday accomplished the world’s first 
transfer from one space capsule to 
another. 
Volynov’s 
spaceship 
landed 
403 
miles west of where Soyuz 4 came down, 
25 miles from Karaganda which is also 
in the Soviet Republic of Kazakhstan 
and 1,700 miles southeast of Moscow. 
Observers speculated the Soviets chang­ 
ed the landing site because of bad weath­ 
er in the area Soyuz 4 landed. 
Tie Soviet space center of Baikonur 
is about midway between where the two 
spaceships landed. 
Soyuz 5 was brought down one orbit 
later than Western space experts in Mos­ 
cow had expected. There was no indica­ 
tion the extra orbit meant there had been 
any trouble in bringing it down. 
Soyuz 4 landed in a snowbank Friday 
and temperatures in the desolate wind­ 
swept steppes near Karaganda were 31 
below zero. 
“ Cosmonaut Lt. Col. Boris Voynov 
is safe and well,” Tass said. “The cos­ 
monaut feels fine.” 
As in the case of Friday’s landing 
of Soyuz 4, Tass said, a huge orange 
parachute and jet engines broke the 
fall of the spaceship for the soft land­ 
ing.

Garrison charges hiding 
of assassination truth

NEW ORLEANS (UPI) - Dist. Atty. 
Jim Garrison’s office has accused out­ 
going Atty, Gen, Ramsey Clark of seek­ 
ing to hide the truth about the assas­ 
sination of President John F. Kennedy 
and to aid the defense of Clay L. Shaw, 
charged with conspiring to murder Ken­ 
nedy 
Garrison moved in Criminal District 
Court Friday for another delay in the 
Shaw trial, scheduled to begin Tuesday, 
on the basis that the “ unbelievable re­ 
lease . . . on the eve of the trial” by 
Clark of the report of a panel of medi­ 
cal experts was “highly prejudicial” to 
his case. 


Clark released the report Thursday 
night. It said an examination of the Ken­ 
nedy autopsy photographs and X-rays, 
and of his clothing, confirmed the War­ 
ren Commission’s conclusion that Ken­ 
nedy was hit by two bullets from the 
rear in Dallas on Nov. 22, 1963. 
Garrison has said he has experts whose 
opinion is that Kennedy was struck from 


the front as well as the rear and that 
they are entitled to examine the autop­ 
sy material, sealed in the National Ar- 
chieves until 1971 at the request of the 
Kennedy family. 
But a judge in Washington said Fri­ 
day he needed more evidence before he 
would release the material. 
Asst. Dist. Atty. James L. Alcock 
said in a statement issued Friday that 
unless the government honored the pro­ 
secution’s subpoenas to get the autopsy 
material the case could not be brought 
to trial 
The motion for a continuance said 
Clark’s “timing of this panel release 
could not be any more inimical to the 
ends of justice.” 
Criminal Dist Judge Edward A. Hag­ 
gerty Jr. ordered a hearing Monday at 
li a.m. EST on the continuance mo­ 
tion. If he should turn down the request 
for a delay, the prosecution could nolle 
pros the case and reinstate lt later — 
when and if it got the autopsy records. 
Either side can appeal Haggerty’s ruling 
to state Supreme Court.

Louis Garcia, assistant city 
administrator, said the June 30 
extension request has nothing 
to do with the date of comple­ 
tion.

Driver training merits compared 
to program costs, accident rate

(Last of three Articles.) 
What are the merits of the 
high school driver training and 
education programs as compar­ 
ed to the accident rate and pro­ 
gram cost? This is a question 
paramount in the minds of in­ 
terested parents and citizens. 
Some years back, a LHS girl 
driver training student who had 
just received her permanent li­ 
cense was fatally injured when 
her Volkswagen bus overturn­ 
ed rounding a curve on the Lom- 
poc-Casmalia Road. In relating 
this story, her LIIS instructor 
communicated his deep con­ 
cern. 
During the year 1967-68, one 
accident occurred; two other in­ 
cidents involved vandalism and 
theft to driver training vehicles 
totaling $703.92. On June 27, 
1968, a driver training car 
rounded a curve on Jalama Road 
and was confronted by a tandem 
gravel and rock truck on the 
wrong side of the road. 
The truck cleared the auto­ 
mobile, but the trailer smashed 
into the body and fender. The 
LHS instructor said the student 
“ froze at the wheel. ” Accord­ 
ing to reports, the instructor 
quickly came to his rescue, 
steered the car partially up the 
adjacent embankment to avoid 
head-on collision. There were no 
injuries. Owners of the truck 
finally paid for the damages, 
which amounted to $328. 
The first semester in 1968, 
there were two accidents involv­ 
ing driver training cars, net­ 
ting 
damages 
amounting to 
$297.72. On Dec. 17, 1968, a 
student driving in the LHS park­ 
ing lot backed into a light stan­ 
dard, denting a fender. A wind­ 
shield was shattered on Dec. 14 
when a rock flipped up from a 
truck ahead of another student 
driver. 
How are funds allocated for 
the driver training program? 
According to school district as­ 
sistant business manager, Joe 
Carlin, bad drivers pay for the 
education of good drivers — 


“ twenty per cent of all traffic 
fines in California are redistri­ 
buted to the State Board of Ed­ 
ucation for driver training pro­ 
grams” not through taxes. 
The 
state reimburses the 
school district up to $50 for 
every student successfully com­ 
pleting the driver training pro­ 
gram without incident. Carlin 
quoted the proposed budget for 
this school year at $33,000 
as compared to the actual cost 
of $29,000 last year. He declar­ 
ed that the district “ just about 
broke even” with $49.20 paid 
per student on the reimbursa­ 
ble funds in 1967-8. Under the 
ujnbrella of these funds, in­ 
surance, 
maintenance 
and 
teacher salaries are paid. D ri­ 
ver training instructors draw 
six dollars an hour, plus sum­ 
mer school time. Clerical sal­ 
aries to maintain the operation 
of the driver training program 
are funneled through the general 
operating fund fed by school 
taxes, etc. 
Vehicle maintenance for 11 
driver 
training 
vehicles for 
school year 1967-68 came to 
$2,064.10 
with 
approximate 
mileage running 51,455 to July 
31, 1968. Average mileage per 
automobile was 4,678. Vehicles 
are checked by the school dis­ 
trict maintenance shop “ not 
less than once every two weeks; 
and it’s usually once a week,” 
according to Carlin. 
The premium for all eight 
automobiles for 1968-69 runs 
$1186 for the fiscal year, ac­ 
cording to Carlin. A blanket in­ 
surance policy with the United 
Pacific Insurance Company for 
ZVz 
million dollars includes 
all 
district 
vehicles, under 
which the driver training cars 
are a parcel. Insurance includ­ 
es liability (bodily injury and 
property damage,), 
a $5,000 
medical for any person in the ve­ 
hicle and property coverage for 
auto fire, theft, collision, for 
actual cost of the vehicle - $4,- 
000. 
When the student makes appli­ 
cation for driver training, the 
parents or guardians are ask­ 


ed to sign a statement of con­ 
sent to accept liability for civil 
damages arising out of a stu­ 
dent’s driving a motor vehicle. 
Carlin interpreted this as an 
extension of 
Vehicle 
Code 
17707. If, through willful mis­ 
conduct, wrongful act or omis­ 
sion, the student wrecks or dam­ 
ages any automobile, the parT 
ents would be responsible. Or 
if a law suit involving a stu­ 
dent surmounted in cost the2’ 2 
million dollar policy, the par­ 
ents would incur the remainder 
of the liability. 
Beginning in Nov. 1968 four 
1969 Chevrolets and four 1969 
Fords were donated free of 
charge to the school district by 
the Lompoc Automobile Deal­ 
ers Association. In turn, the dis­ 
trict provides insurance cover­ 
age and regular maintenance. 
When the cars are returned 
to the dealers around July 23, 
1969, they will be reclassed 
as demonstrator cars and sold, 
according to an official. 
What are some of the reac­ 
tions regarding the driver pro­ 
grams? 
Dept, of Motor Vehicles man­ 
ager George Hadley and other 
examiners Ed Brennan and Jack 
Mitchell are apparently in fav­ 
or. 
Assistant Police Chief J.D. 
Smith feels “ more time, thought 
and effort should be spent in that 
direction. 
When 
you’re not 
taught by a qualified instruc­ 
tor, but a relative, like I was, 
it’s easy to pick up bad habits 
— habits I ’m still trying to 
break.”

Tanks storm 
Red force; 
43 killed

SAIGON (UPD—American in­ 
fantrymen supported by tanks 
stormed a Communist strong­ 
hold in thick jungle near Saigon, 
military spokesmen said today. 
The Red force lost 43 dead in 
fighting at close quarters. 
U.S. 
troops 
of the 
25th 
Infantry Division lost one killed 
and 12 wounded in the fighting 
35 miles northwest of Saigon 
Friday in the Coi Loiforest, the 
spokesmen 
said. The Ameri­ 
cans charged to within 25 yards 
of the Communists’fortifiedpo- 
sitions 
before the Red force 
broke and retreated. 
In Saigon today, a spokesman 
for President Nguyen Van Thieu 
said the 
United States and 
South Vietnam were working on 
a plan to enable some American 
troops to leave the war zone 
this year.

could not be determined before

Saigon, four Americans were 
killed and 14 others wounded 
about midnight Friday when a 
Communist mine exploded as it 
was being disarmed. The mine 
was captured after its Viet 
Cong bearers were slain in an 
ambush. 
Four members of a bomb 
disposal squad were killed when 
the 
mine 
exploded 
as they 
attempted to remove the fuse. 
The 25th Division troops were 
on a combat sweep at the edge 
of the Coi Loi forest when they 
drew 
fire 
from the jungle. 
Eleven Communist soldiers had 
been killed in the same area the 
day before. 
Operating 
with 
tanks 
and 
armored personnel carriers, 
the foot soldiers turned into the 
woods and pursued the Commu­ 
nists 
with support from 
a 
nearby artillery base, helicop­ 
ter gunships and Air Force 
figher-bombers. 
“ Fighting raged with 25 yards 
to 50 yards in front of the 
advancing elements,” a spokes­ 
man said. “ At the height of the 
fighting, groups of enemy were 
engaged as they retreated from 
well-fortified bunkers and raced 
deeper in the the triple-canopied 
jungle. ” 
Navy patrol units cruising the 
Vam Co Dong River west of 
Saigon came under attack four 
times Friday. One soldier was 
killed and seven wounded and 
one river patrol boat was sunk. 
In the Cambodian border region 
about 40 miles northwest of 
Saigon, an Army helicopter was 
shot down Friday, killing all 
three of its crewmen.

Huntley 
and

Brinkley will be on hand for 
NBC-TV, Walter Cronkite for 
CBS-TV, and Frank Reynolds 
and Howard K. Smith for ABC- 
TV. 
Viewers will be able to watch 
about six or seven hours of live 
coverage of daytime inaugural 
events, starting at 10 a.m . EST 
on all the networks. 
The events will include the 
swearing-in cerem onies Nixons 
inaugural 
address 
and 
the 
presidential review of the day’s 
big 
parade 
on Washington’s 
Constitution Avenue. 
According to plans, Mr. Nixon 
is scheduled to arrive at the 
White House at about 10:30a.m. 
EST to meet outgoing President 
Lyndon Johnson. 
After the daytime activities, 
viewers will also be able to look 
in on the night’s inaugural balls, 
the pageant-like culmination of 
the transfer of power. 
NBC-TV, in fact, has sche­ 
duled a 90-minute visit to the 
balls, beginning at 11:30 p.m. 
EST, with Hugh Downs at the 
anchor position. 
CBS-TV, meanwhile, will off­ 
e r its own 45-minute look at 
various balls, starting at 11:15 
p.m . EST. And the network 
says that Mr. Cronkike, its man 
of a thousand places, will be the 
anchorman for this broadcast 
too. 
For those unable to catch all 
the doings during the day, NBC- 
TV will present a half-hour 
roundup, “ Inauguration ’69,” in 
prim e time, at 7:30 p.m.

Dog owners should be good 
neighbors a statement issued 
by the County Health Depart­ 
ment today said. 
The department asked coop- 
eration of observance of City 
and County leash laws and re- 
minded dog owners that canines 
which are allowed to roam or 
run at large are considered 
strays and can be impounded. 
“ Contrary to popular belief, 
dogs don’t require constant ex^ 
cises,” 
the statement said. 
They enjoy walking with the own­ 
er or sitting at his side. Dogs 
who roam the neighborhood us­ 
ually do so because they are ig­ 
nored by their owners. 
“ Dogs that behave whileowiv 
ers are at home but howl when 
they are left alone are usually 
badly spoiled. To break this hab- 
it, accustom your dog to stay­ 
ing alone in one room while you 
are there," 
The Health Department point­ 
ed out that, “ Chasing cars or bi­ 
cycles may seem like a game to 
your dog, but it may be a dead­ 
ly game. Teach your dog that he 
must never chase any vehicle. 
A long, lightweight cord used 
to pull your dog back sharply 
when repeated again and again 
will teach a dog that it must not 
chase cars or bicycles. 
“ Dogs can become over pro­ 
tective. 
Whenever possible, 
give your dog a chance to be­ 
come acquainted with the mail­ 
man and others who regularly 
visit you home."

issued its statement because 
this county is a rabies endemic 
area and dogs who run at large 
ajid become strays are in danger 
of coming in contact with wild 
life which may transmit rab- 
ies.

Sale by the Valley Co. of land 
to the utility would mean that the

The 
Valley Co. has not developed 
its acreage as yet in the Sum­ 
merland hills behind the com­ 
munity. 
The utility company has a- 
greed to move its enlarged sul> 
station from Toro Canyon Rd.

sult of vehement protests from 
homeowners living adjacent to 
the Toro Canyon Rd. station. 
The residents claim that noise 
and vibration from the expand­ 
ed plant is “ intolerable" to 
them. 


Taxpayers err in 
faking deduction 


Some taxpayers are comput­ 
ing their State personal income 
tax liability and then deducting 
the $70 property tax refund re­ 
cently established under the 
provisions of Proposition 1A, 
said Martin Huff, Executive Of­ 
ficer 
of the Franchise Tax 
Board. 
“ This is a serious matter be­ 
cause 
we 
cannot allow that 
deduction and, by the time we 
locate the error and notify the 
taxpayer, it could well be too 
late for him to apply for his re­ 
fund through his county asses, 
sor. 
“ The only way the property 
tax refund can be obtained is 
through the county assessor, not 
through deduction from an in- 
come tax liability," Huff stress- 
ed. 
Forms 
for 
property 
tax 
refund can be obtained from the 
county assessor, along with in­ 
structions for filing. 


Then he said: “ It is our 
assumption that within the total 
number of those in need of food 
assistance will be found most of 
those who are hungry, starving, 
malnourished and underfed.’ 
Now that is what I call really 
pinpointing tjie problem. Even 
the OEO’s 
severest 
critics 
would have difficult faulting the 
logic behind that assumption. 
Applying the same logic in 
reverse, 
it 
may 
also 
be 
assumed that people who are 
overfed, 
stuffed, 
sated 
and 
glutted are unlikely to be in 
need of food assistance. 
Having established what they 
are talking about when they are 
talking about people in need of 
food assistance, Congress and 
ihe OEO are now ready to 
“ move into a discussion of 
where we are now and where 
we are headed.” 
If they are able to figure that 
out, 
too, 
Freeman’s dictum 
should be engraved over the 
portals of every federal build­ 
ing.

Richard H. Ichord, new chairman of the House Com­ 
mittee on Un-American Activities, wants to change the name 
of that oft-criticized body and has introduced a bill to that effect 
for the second time. 
“ Un-American as a term is ambiguous,’’ says the Missouri 
Democrat. “ It’s not a good legal term, and that concerns peo­ 
ple who have more libertarian philosophies.’’ 
Ambiguous the term may well be, but controversial it defi­ 
nitely has been. It is doubtful, however, whether Ichord’s sug­ 
gestion for a new name — the House Committee on Internal 
Security — will be any more semantically palatable to those 
of more libertarian philosophies. 
The words, unfortunately, carry connotations of the secret 
dossier, the knock in the night, the kangaroo trial and all the 
other depredations committed in the name of “ internal secur­ 
ity” by the Nazi SS, the Soviet NKVD and their like. 
Probably no name would be palatable for an investigating 
body that hails people before it to inquire into their private 
affairs, activities and beliefs, which of necessity must em-

ploy the services of unidentified informers, which is not a 
court of judgment but which too often has given the impression 
of being one.

Power game 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (NEA) 
In the Middle East’s rapidly deteri­ 
orating situation, only joint action by 
the United States and Russia appears to 
offer any hof>e of bringing the Arabs and 
Israel to the peace table. 
The second-ranking diplomats in the 
United Nations do whatever they can to 
prevent a new outbreak of large-scale 
hostilities in the strife-torn area. 
They repeat long 
speeches they hadal- 
ready made at other 
emergency sessions 
of the Security Coun­ 
cil. They pass moral 
judgments. In the end 
they usually condemn 
Israel alone for “ ov­ 
erreacting” to Arab 
terrorism since the 
Russians have long 
ago 
served notice 
that they will exercise their right to veto 
any motion to censure President Nas­ 
ser’s guerrillas 
But what the U.N.’s loquacious mor­ 
alists refuse to acknowledge —public­ 
ly at least — is that the conflict in the 
strategic and oil-rich Middle East is 
basically a struggle between the West 
and the Communist worlds. 
This is a simple and elementary truth 
that is usually obscured by the din of 
Arab-Israeli raids, reprisals, threats 
and counterthreats. 
Surely it was not because of Arab- 


Israeli friction that President Eisen­ 
hower “ overreacted” in May, 1958, and 
dispatched Marines to Lebanon to pre­ 
vent a Communist insurrection. 
Nor are the Arabs and Israel respon­ 
sible for the expansion of Soviet nav­ 
al strength in the Mediterranean and the 
recent visit to the Black Sea of two 
American warships. 
Need one repeat the obvious? Moscow’s 
imperialist aims in the Middle East 
have a long history that goes back 
to the czars. East-West rivalry in the 
area has merely grown in intensity since 
the 1955 summit meeting in Geneva 
where former Soviet Premier Khrush­ 
chev assured Eisenhower of Russia’s 
peaceful intentions. 
Indeed, had it not been for Israel’s 
amazing six-day victory over the Arabs 
in June, 1967, the Russians would today 
be in a vastly stronger position in the 
Middle East. This accounts in a large 
measure for the upsurge of anti-Semitism 
in Russia and Communist Poland and 
the Kremlin’s savage attacks on Israel. 
“ It is not for idealistic reasons that 
the United States has decided to sell 
Phantom jets to Israel,” a Western 
diplomat said. ‘If Israel did not ex­ 
ist, the Americans would have to invent 
it.” 
While the bitter conflict between the 
Arabs and Israel adds fuel to the Mid­ 
dle Eastern fires, it also prevents a 
direct confrontation between NATO and 
the Communists. 


In the long run, then 
f&i 
without min­ 
imizing the intensity of&rab-Israelianta- 
gonisms — it is only an agreement be­ 
tween the United States and Russia that 
could bring some peace to the Middle 
East. The futile rhetoric in the United 
Nations only confuses the issues. 
The Russians, as usual, are playing 
a double game. They hope to increase 
their influence in the Middle East by 
manipulating their traditional policy of 
neither peace nor war. They need a 
“ twilight zone” between peace and war 
which would give them an opportunity to 
go on strengthening their economic, po­ 
litical and military position in the Arab 
countries. 
But what makes it likely that the in­ 
coming Nixon administration will be able 
to reach an understanding with Moscow 
is the fact that the Kremlin leaders, 
like the United States, are anxious to 
keep the Middle East from exploding in 
war again. 
The Russians have their hands full in 
Czechoslovakia and elsewhere in the 
Communist world. Peking’s latest nu­ 
clear explosion was a grim reminder 
that Russia’s main enemy is Red China. 
The Kremlin’s uneasy rulers also realize 
the risk of a conflict with NATO should 
their Arab clients get out of hand. 
According to East European diplomats, 
it was to warn Egypt’s President Nas­ 
ser against further escalation of Arab- 
Israeli armed clashes that Soviet For­ 
eign Minister Gromyko made an urgent 
trip to Cairo. 
Soviet military strategists never cher­ 
ished a war on two fronts — with China 
on the east and NATO on the west. 
Thus, as long as the nuclear nations 
are determined to avoid a head-on col­ 
lision, the danger of a war in the Mid­ 
dle East should not be exaggerated. It 
is the big powers, and not the Arabs 
or Israel, who hold the key cards in 
the Middle East.

Justice delayed

Alleged assassin Sirhan Bishara Sir- 
han’s trial has begun at last. Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy was assassinated June 5,1968 
— seven months ago. 
Dr. Martin Luther King was assassin­ 
ated April 4, 1968. Alleged assassin 
James Earl Ray, arrested in London 
June 8, 1968, is still (seven months) 
not at the bar of justice. 
President John F. 
Kennedy was assas­ 
sinated 
November 
22, 1963, Alleged as­ 
sassin Lee Harvey 
Oswald was killed in 
front of the TV cam­ 
eras by alleged mur­ 
derer Jack Ruby who 
died January 3,1967, 
still unconvicted or 
sentenced more than 
three 
years later. 
Why? 
Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes said, 
“ Justice postponed is justice defeated.” 
President William McKinley was as­ 
sassinated September 6, 1901, by Leon 
Czolgosz. Czolgosz was tried, sentenced 
and executed by October 29, 1901 — 
53 days later. 
President Theodore Roosevelt used to 
place on a chair at the head of his White 
House bed a “ 44” Smith & Wesson 
double-action revolver, which you can 
see at his 29 East 20th Street birth­ 
place in New York City. An eyeglass 
case through which the bullet passed 
saved 
his 
life when John Flanming 
Schrank attempted his assassination at 
Milwaukee in 1912. Insane Schrank was 
committed in five days. 
President-elect Franklin D. Roosevelt 
was shot at 
in Miami on February 15, 
1933, by Joseph Zangara; a woman seiz­ 
ed Zangara’s arm and his bullet killed 
Chicago Mayor Anton J. Cermak, in the 
car with Mrs. Roosevelt. Zangara was 
tried, sentenced and executed within 33 
days. 
Did you know that Iasi year was the 
first year in the history of the United 
States that not one single criminal was 
executed? It was also the year of the 
highest crime rate in history. A connec­ 
tion? Even in our nation’s capital walk­ 
ing after dark near the Capitol is ex­ 
tremely dangerous. Murders, kidnap­ 
pings, assaults and rapes constantly take 
place. Are the “ rights” of the trouble­ 
makers more important than the suffer­ 
ers? 
The crime rate has nearly doubled in 
the past decade Since 1958 it has in­ 
creased five times as fast as our popu­ 
lation. More than 2.5 million serious 
crimes were committed last year. And 
more than 40 per cent of all serious 
crimes now involve boys and girls under 
18. 
The President’s Commission on Law 
Enforcement estimates there are 1.1 
million “ full-time criminals” now op­ 
erating. Armed robbers took about $27 
million from victims last year. “ Highly 
specialized” pick-pockets make about 
$15,000 a year. Stock defrauders stole 
about $500 million; shoplifters $300 mil­ 
lion; burglars $251 million; embezzlers 
$200 million. The sales of fake arth­ 
ritis remedies alone were $250 mil­ 
lion.” 
Within one single week 91 American 
cities burst into violence and more 
than 55,000 troops had to be committed 
to them. A recent national survey of po­ 
lice departments in 425 cities showed 
that 41 per cent of the cities exceed­ 
ing 100,000 population experienced riots, 
and many attendant murders, eventhough 
the typical city among the 425 has now 
increased its full-time police force to an 
average of one policeman for each 700 
residents. 
The statistics are incredible, but they, 
too, are only part of the picture. FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hooever has told me 
that of 539 offenders involved in police 
killings, 77 per cent had been previous­ 
ly arrested and 67 per cent previously 
convicted. He said that two-third of the 
police killers had been granted parole or 
probation and that three out of 10 were 
actively on parole or probation when they 
killed the officer. In one appealed case, 
he told me, on the 23rd day after a con­ 
victed man should have been jailed he 
murdered a police officer. 
Many who scan the crime facts seem 
to ignore the most shocking fact of all. 
Although 1968 serious crimes increas- 


ed 16 per cent over 1967, arrests in­ 
creased only four per cent and convic­ 
tions actually decreased eight per cent. 


The inescapable conclusion is that the 
courts are not properly disposing of 
criminal offenders and the police offi­ 
cers lack confidence that the courts are 
supporting police diligence. 
t 
The new Congress and very able in- 


coming Attorney General John N. Mitch­ 
ell are faced with the roaring need to 
overcome by new legislation, and then 
new enforcement support, the present 
Supreme Court majority’s rulings that 
have leaned over backward in behalf 
of criminals and shown more concern 
for the felons than for their victims.
